Applicant respectfully petitions from the failure of the PTO to correctly examine the formal 
drawings originally filed in the above-captioned application, and as reasons therefore, states that: 
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STATEMENT OF FACTS 

1 . On 1 9 March 200 1 , a new application for the above-captioned application was filed 
in the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office. The new application consisted of the 
specification, claims, Abstract, formal drawings (Figs. 1 through 4C, 4 sheets), 
executed Declaration and executed Assignment, Information Disclosure Statement 
and PTO-1449 with copies of seventeen (17) references cited in the aforesaid 
Information Disclosure Statement, claim of priority and a copy of the certified 
Korean priority document No. 28 164/2000, and check Nos. 39285 and 39286 in the 
total amount of $750.00. 

2. The originally filed formal drawing Figs. 1 through 4C consist of four (4) sheets of 
paper wherein: sheet 1 containing Fig. 1 has top margin of 8.8 cm, left margin of 5.2 
cm, bottom margin of 12 cm, and right margin of 4. 1 cm; sheet 2 containing Fig. 2 
has top margin of 2.8 cm, left margin of 4.00 cm, bottom margin of 3.7 cm, and right 
margin of 3.3 cm; sheet 3 containing Fig. 3 has top margin of 2.65 cm, left margin 
of 3.6 cm, bottom margin of 3.6 cm, and right margin of 2.4 cm; and sheet 4 
containing Figs. 4A through 4C has top margin of 6.1 cm, left margin of 4.2 cm, 
bottom margin of 7.4 cm, and right margin of 1 .9 cm.

On 27 April 2001, Applicant's undersigned attorney received a Notice to Fille 
Corrected Application Papers mailed 24 April 2001 for the above-captioned 
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application. In that Notice, it is stated that: 

"The application, however, is informal since it does 
not comply with the regulations for the reason(s) 
indicated below. ... The required item(s) identified 
below must be timely submitted to avoid 
abandonment: Substitute drawings in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.84 because: drawing sheets do not 
have the appropriate margin(s) (see 37 CFR 1 .84 (g)). 
Each sheet must include a top margin of at least 2.5 
cm. (1 inch), a left side margin of at least 2.5 cm. (1 
inch), a right side margin of at least 1.5 cm. (5/8 
inch), and a bottom margin of at least 1.0 cm. (3/8 
inch); (emphasis supplied)." 



REMARKS 

As indicated above, none of the four sheets of the originally filed drawings violates the 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .84(g) rule. It is therefore respectfully submitted that the application as originally filed in 
the above-captioned application fully complies with 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b), and that the file wrapper 
of the above-captioned application should be placed on the files for examination.
